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Special election days away 


Student vote will decide 
power of Appellate Council

Members of Associated Students are second guessing 
allowing a bylaw that would reduce the power of the appetite 
Council to be voted on by students. 

ASI will host a special online election Dec. 8 and 9 for stu- 
dents to decide whether to accept the major overhauling done 
to the existing bylaw. 

“At this point, it’s ultimately up to the students to be 
informed and make the decision,” said Meika Stoddard, direc- 
tor of engineering and computer science. 

The Appellate Council is an oversight committee with 
authority to overrule any decision made by the ASI Board of 
Directors and the Election Complaint Committee. 

The new legislation limits the Appellate Council’s jurisdic- 


sions we make. That’s how it works in real 


tion to covering only Election Complaint 
Committee decisions. 

This issue raises concerns over the type of 
appeal system ASI will have if the Appellate 
Council no longer has jurisdiction over its 
decisions. 

Kelly Hudnall, director of arts and letters 
said: “It’s crucial that we have a check and 
balance system for ASI that watches the deci- 
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government, and it should be no different for us.” 

ASI Vice President of Finance James Shelby, who co-wrote 
the legislation with ASI President Joshua Wood, Vice President 
of Academic Affairs Luke Wood and Executive Vice President 


Angel Barajas, said there are existing safeguards for ASI 


peals. 

At the Oct. 20 board meeting, Shelby said the federal court 
system, California court system and “possibly” the university 
are places to appeal any board decision. 

“To a degree, the council definitely needs to be changed. 
The fact that an appointed committee can overturn an elected 


board’s decision really needs closer examination,” Stoddard 
said. 

One major concern in the bylaw changes is the issue 
regarding who is in charge of appointing members within the 
council. 

Currently, the councii consists of the Vice President of 
Student Affairs Shirley Uplinger, or a designee, a faculty mem- 
ber appointed by the CSUS Faculty Senate and three students 
appointed by the ASI president in consultation with the vice 
president of student affairs. | 

If the new bylaw passes, the ASI president will have sole 
authority for recommending any of the four positions to the 
ASI Board of Directors. 

Each recommendation will be voted upon and passed by 
the board with a two-thirds majority vote. 7 

Out of the students the ASI president recommends, one will 
serve as the chair of the council.

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Man suspected 
of viewing child 


porn in library

Department is investigating a 30- 


year-old man suspected of looking 


at child pornography in Sacramento 


State’s library Nov. 8. 

The man, whose name was not 
released, was not viewing the 
pornography when three officers 
approached him. 

‘This guy has been in the library 
a lot and has been seen viewing 
pornography before,” Associate 
Dean of Public Services Fred Batt 
said. “When it became child 
pornography, we had. to do some- 


thing and hand it over to the police.” 

The computer that the man was 
using is in the hands of the High 
Technology Crime Taskforce with 
the Sacramento Police Department. 
They will be doing forensic analysis 
of the data inside of the computer to 
see if the man was actually looking 
at child pornography. 

“Tf it is determined that it did in 
fact occur, the man will be served 
with a 311 Penal Code, which is a 
felony,” said University Police 
Public Information Officer Sgt. 
Kelly Clark. 

There is currently no filtering 
process for the computers in the 
library because of academic reasons. 
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University Police Officer Matt Kroner writes a speeding ticket on Howe 
Avenue Nov. 24. Officers’ jurisdiction extends up to a mile from campus.

Sacramento State benefits from 
the proximity of emergency servic- 
es, which respond to any call within 
five minutes and provide safety 24 
hours a day. 

The. University Police’s main 
jurisdiction is the Sac State campus, 


said University Police Officer Greg 


Revelez. 

Revelez said law enforcement 
can quickly intervene and protect 
people or their property because 
police are always patrolling the uni- 
versity. 

‘University Police response 
time is faster than the Sacramento 
Police Department and the Sheriff’s 
Department,” Revelez said. “We 
can usually be on the scene within 
five minutes of the call.” 


Revelez added some calls 
require further emergency support 
from the Sacramento Fire 
Department. After a call for assis- 
tance is placed to the University 
Police, the dispatcher contacts the 
fire department, which evaluates the 
nature of the call and determines 
whether or not to send additional 
assistance. 

The 


Sacramento Fire 


Department, located on Carlson: 


Drive within one mile of Sac State, 
usually assists University Police 
two to five times per week, fire- 
fighter Tony Ott said. 

About 15 to 20 percent of emer- 
gency calls require assistance at Sac 
State, Ott said. 

“Our response time is cut down 
to two to five minutes,” Ott said. 
“The close proximity of the fire 
department allows. a less delayed 


response time for advanced life sup- 
port.” 

Students at Sac State benefit 
from the proximity of the fire 
department and University Police 
because both are readily available to 
assist with problems in and around 
campus. 

University Police, which 
receives some of the same academy 


‘ and advanced officer training 


county law enforcement, provides 
students with security when they go 
to school. 

Sophomore Jessica Rodgers said 
she feels comfortable attending 
classes because of the effective 
policing system.

Active Bay area fault 


PITTSBURG (AP) — It may not 
be as well-known as the San 
Andreas, but a long-dormant fault 
that runs through the city of 
Pittsburg is not only active but capa- 
ble of producing a magnitude 7.0 
earthquake, according to a recent 
study. 

Although the Pittsburg fault is 
far less likely to produce a major 
earthquake in a given year than 
other San Francisco Bay area faults, 
it last shook the area about 3,000 
years ago, meaning the time could 
be getting close for another big one. 

“TI would consider it a sleeping 
giant,” said Patrick Williams, a con- 
sulting geologist from 
Massachusetts who helped discover 
the fault more than a decade ago 
while mapping Bay Area faults for 
the U.S. Geological Survey in 
Menlo Park. 

Many residents of this fast- 
growing suburb 40 miles northeast 
of San Francisco, - population 
57,000, have never heard of the 
fault, which runs southeast into 
town from the Sacramento River 
Delta alongside power plants and

nation's leading clinical experts on 
Lou Gehrig's disease. 

After devoting his career to car- 
ing for patients with the neuromus- 
cular disorder, Dr. Richard Olney, 
56, has been diagnosed with amy- 
otrophic lateral sclerosis, or ALS. 

“Tt still is hard to believe, even 
now,” said Cathy Lomen-Hoerth, a 
neurologist who. trained under 
Olney at the ALS clinic he founded 
at the University of California, San 
Francisco, and is now treating her 
former mentor as a patient. “You see 
him getting worse and so you know 
it's true. But it's so hard to believe he 
could actually get this disease that 
he has worked so hard to impact 
over the years.” 

Olney found out he had ALS in 
June and resigned as clinic director 
over the summer when he started 
having trouble standing up and con- 
ducting medical exams. The disease, 
which is not contagious but strikes 
one out of every 1,000 people ran- 
domly during their lifetimes, causes 
the nerve cells that drive muscles to 
degenerate and eventually becomes 
fatal by affecting breathing. 

The clinic Olney founded is one 
of only two in California and 19 in 
the country certified as a regional 
center by the ALS Association. 

While Olney's condition has 
shocked former patients and col- 
leagues at UCSF, which has sched- 
uled a Dec. 17 ALS research sym- 
posium in his honor, the doctor is 
more matter-of-fact about it. 

Given the prevalence of the dis- 
ease in the general population, he 
figures that someone who special- 
izes in ALS should be diagnosed 
with it once every five or 10 years. 
From that perspective, he told the 
San Francisco Chronicle, a case like 
his was overdue. 

“ALS is really not as rare as you 
might think,” Olney said.

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ELECTION: Changing the ASI bylaws 
equated to changing U. S. Constitution 
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Student Life, a division of Student 
Affairs. 

Uplinger said the possibility of 
being voted. into a position that she 
once was automatically appointed 
was one. of several concerns that 
need more discussion. 

Among her concerns is a clearer 
understanding of the Appellate 
Council’s operating procedures. 

“The way the bylaw is currently 
formed, it allows Appellate Council 
members the freedom to set their 
own guidelines for how to operate,” 
ASI Executive Director Patricia 
Worley said. 

The authors of the revised bylaw 
tried to solve this, but Uplinger said 
it still needs further “development.” 

The proposed bylaw states the 
Appellate Council will adhere to the 
Operating Procedures as specified 
in the ASI Election Code.: But 
according to Uplinger, the Election 
Code has yet to be written for this 
year. 

This generally takes place 28 
days before spring election when it 
is mandatory for the code and rules 
for campaigning established. 

“Changing a CSUS bylaw is a 
very significant decision, and car- 
ries the same weight at the college 
level as changing the constitution at 
the national,” said Varlotta, who 
also serves as the student affairs 
designee on the ASI Board of 
Directors. 

This bylaw change was initially 
presented at the Oct. 20 board meet- 
ing, and was vastly different to what 
the students will vote on in the sec- 
ond week of December. 

According to the minutes, the 
changes were originally written to 


eliminate the Appellate Council 


entirely from the bylaws. 


Only auxiliary with 
Appellate Council 


At the meeting, Shelby said 
ASI’s role as an auxiliary of Sac 
State is to support the university, but 
AST is the only auxiliary on campus 
with an Appellate Council. 

Joshua Wood cited the CSUS 


Foundation and the University 
Union Board of Directors as exam- 
ples. 

“Tf ASI is trying to: move for- 
ward, it doesn’t need this: much 


oversight,” Wood said according to’ 


the minutes. | 
In a separate interview, Shelby 
said: “The council has never over- 


turned a decision made by the ASI | 


Board of Directors. This change is 
to get rid of unneeded bureaucracy.” 
Though the Appellate Council 
has never been used to review a 
board’s decision, it was inches away 
earlier this year from doing so. 

At the Sept. 15 board meeting, 
the appointment of new ASI board 
members was being debated, Luke 
Wood proposed giving the ASI 
president sole authority for choos- 
ing among three candidates recom- 
mended by the board. 

The amendment failed, but 


Joshua Wood moved to postpone . 


the legislation for a judicial council 
review. This motion also failed. 

As a result, a motion was made, 
seconded, and passed to refer the 
matter to the Appellate Council. 
This legislation never made it to the 
appeals court. 

Joshua and Luke Wood failed to 
respond to any attempt to be 
reached for comment. 


ASI decisions never 


reviewed by council 


Though the council has never 
reviewed a decision made by the 
ASI board, they also have never 
been asked to rule over any of the 
board’s decisions. 

The only two instances when the 


_appeals court was called upon were 
over election complaints. 


- During the’ 1997 ASI elections, 


elected President Gary Davis was 


eliminated from office after violat- 


. ing the election code. The Election 
Complaint Committee decided 


upon the issue, which was later 
upheld by the Appellate Council. 
The second instance was this 
past year’s ASI election when the

the yellow slate from office was 
overturned by the appeals court 
based on a technicality. 

Hudnall, also one of four yellow 
slate members reappointed this fall, 
reminded the board at the Oct. 20 
meeting that without the ruling of 
the Appellate Council, members 
who ran on the yellow slate would 
not be in office.

Nicki Croly further questioned the 
type of check and balance system, if 
any, would oversee ASI stipends 
and receipts if the Appellate Council 
was removed.

Special meeting called 


to vote on legislation 


But Joshua Wood called a spe- 
cial board meeting the next time 
they met on Nov. 3 to vote upon the 
legislation and qualify it for the spe- 
cial election ballot. 

“Because everything was done 
at the last minute, I feel that we 








made a mistake. A special meeting 
was Called to pass it and put it on a 
special election ballot, but in retro- 
spect what was the need to even 
have a special election?’ Stoddard 
said. 

Stoddard said that although the 
special election will be a good 
opportunity to use.new voting soft- 
ware, a standard at other California 
State Universities, she worries that 
it may end up wasting roughly 
$5,000. 3 

For the special election $3,000 
was spent on creating and imple- 


menting software, while about © 


$2,000 was spent on promoting the 
election. 

Next week Stoddard will intro- 
duce new legislation at the 
Associated Students working board 
meeting that will give students the 
right to appeal any deciston passed 
by the board. 


Students may lose 
right to appeal 


The current bylaw states that stu- 
dents have the right to appeal any 
board decision, but only if they peti- 
tion by gathering 5 percent of the stu- 
dent population’s signatures. 

The authors of the ballot measure 
struck this right of the students 
entirely from the proposed bylaw. 

Stoddard realizes that no student 
has used this right in the past and 
there may be little chance in the 
future they will, but it is still a right 
the students deserve to have. 

Her legislation will only affect 
the operating rules, not the bylaws 
that are more difficult to change. She 
hopes to change this in the future. 

“The right of the students would 
be much more secure if it remains a 
bylaw,’ Stoddard said. 

One thing that Varlotta likes 
about the current bylaw concerning 
the Appellate Council is the close 
working relationship that is required 
between the ASI president and the 
vice president of student affairs. 

“ASI is a learning laboratory for 
students to learn from their mistakes 
and prepare them for their futures, 
but it’s important for students and 
faculty to work together in a broader 
context,” Varlotta said.

of the California government. 


Whether it is lobbying, future 
job opportunities, or the ability 
to organize on the steps of the 
Capitol, Sac State students are in 
a prime location to possibly 
influence legislation that is 
being debated on the floors of 
the legislature. 

Time after time, the state leg- 
islature makes decisions that are 
absurd. While our time has been 
consumed about their decisions 
to cut the Sacramento State 
budget, which ultimately leads 
to our fees being increased, our 
elected representatives are con- 
stantly making decisions against 
the will of the people of 
California. On Jan. 1, 2005, a

Responsibility Act is a bill that

California. AB 205, which is 
authored by Assemblywoman 
Jackie Goldberg, will create a 


registry to allow same-sex cou- 
ples to sign up and. be recog- 


nized as domestic partners. 
When a couple signs up on the 
registry, their ability to act as a 
married couple is greatly aug- 
mented. 

In California, domestic part- 
ners will now be able to force 
insurance companies to recog- 


nize the relationship as a mar- — 


riage, costing California compa- 
nies billions of dollars which 
will be pushed onto consumers. 


In addition, people in this type 


of relationship will now be able 


to adopt children. 


While I believe some of the

mental (particularly the ability 


for same-sex couples to be able 


to adopt), the most despicable 
item about this law is that it goes 
against the will of Californians. 

In March 2000, Californians 
voted in favor of Proposition 22 
by a resounding.61 percent. The 
initiative placed a provision in 
the California Constitution lim- 
iting marriage to a relationship 
between a man and a woman. In 
an election, anything achieving 
55-percent approval is phenome- 
nal support. Since the initiative 
hit the 60 percent. mark, society 
has placed a clear mandate of the 
public's desire. 

Regardless of how one feels 
about this specific topic, it does 
seem that many students agree 
and are concerned with the legis- 
lature's willingness to forget 
about the desire of the very peo- 
ple they represent. Jeff Given, a 
government major, said, “While 
I am sure legislators consistently 
have good intentions, it is horri- 
ble to think that they would 
ignore their oath of obligation to 
serve the State and the people of 
California.” 


in 2000, Assemblyman Mark 
Leno, Chair of the Lesbian, 
Bisexual, Gay and Transgender 
Caucus, has authored multiple 
bills with the objective to work 
loopholes in the proposition. 
This makes me wonder if certain 
legislatures even care about the 
will of the people. 

While I have chosen to focus 
on Proposition 22, this kind of 
act happens all the time in 
Saéramento— on both sides of 
the aisle.

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Homeless at Salvation Army get helping 
hand from Sacramento State students. 


wo years ago I passed by the dumpsters to 

the side of Brighton Hall. A tall, thin man 

was sorting the recyclables into an ingen- 
iously made system of bags hanging off his 
bicycle. I stopped to ask him if he was taking 
bottles to recycle them. We chatted. He told me 
how much each type went per pound or per 
piece and then we parted our ways. 

This homeless man probably has no recol- 
lection of me, but I have never forgotten him. In 
that brief conversation, the homeless problem 
turned into a human interaction. I learned from 
him, a body normally shamefully ignored sud- 
denly filled with personality and understanding. 

The students and teachers of Sacramento 
State had a similar experience recently: while 
working for the Salvation Army center. Interior 
design assistant professor Jill Pable devised a 
collaboration between the Salvation Army cen- 
ter and Sac State students. 

Assistant Professor Johanna Latty, who is 
overseeing the photographic element of the col- 
laboration thinks that the work has benefited the 
Salvation Army center and the students. 
Students have created designs to refurbish the 
space and built a Hope Wall to add to the exist- 
ing structure. , 

“It’s almost as if everyone is bringing each 
other gifts,” Latty told me over her laptop, 
showing me the student’s digital images. Faces 
of intelligent, weary, sweet people filled her 
files. 

Latty is amazed by the diversity of means 
that people arrive in the shelter. “Homeless isn’t 
all what you think it is, it’s a complicated situa- 
tion. It makes people think of their own lives, 





what it takes to have a house 
with all the stuff. If you don’t 
have the ability to orchestrate 
all those elements”, she trails 
off, musing on the frailty of our 
situations. 

The Public Policy Institute 
reports that California’s home- 
less problem has more to do 
with falling incomes and high- 
er rents than personal disabili- 
ties. The National Low Income 
Housing Coalition cites that the Fair Market 
Rent for a one-bedroom unit is $816 per month, 
but that a resident on minimum wage can gener- 
ally afford no more than $351 per month. 

The students have worked incredibly hard on 
the collaborative project. Interior design student 
Robert Sinclair spoke to me, describing it as 
very challenging. He says, “Usually we get a 
paper project. This is a real building, with real 
parameters. It’s more challenging in that aspect, 
a lot more issues to consider.” 

Sinclair has been working primarily on the 
ADA requirements within his group. The social 
significance was not lost on Sinclair in the least. 
He hopes that the bar of awareness about home- 
less issues will be raised after this project, mir- 
roring some of San Francisco’s programs. His 


personal perspective has changed as well. 


‘These are regular people— you see how tenuous 
it is for people,” Sinclair told me. 

An August 2003 report by the California 
Research Bureau gives an estimate of 361,000 
homeless at any one point in our state. About a 
third are veterans, 40 percent are families and 
many are single men. The majority of the home-

less are transitional, those who 
are unable to pay for housing 
for six months or less, but then 
leave homelessness. From 10 
to 30 percent of the population 
is long term, where one has no 
permanent address over six 
months of the year. 

The students are wrapping 
up the project. The final

Latty’s photography students will have a 
multimedia show on the fourth floor of 
Mariposa Hall from Dec. 7 to Dec. 15 and plan 
to create the documentary elements into a limit- 
ed edition book (pending funding) to be pub- 
lished next spring. Latty is thrilled with the 
entire thing. 

“We have so many students eager to put 
resources to help people,” she said. 

Sinclair is equally positive about Sac State, 
very happy that he is enrolled in one of the best 
design programs accredited by the Foundation 
for Interior Design Education Research 
(FIDER). I’m thrilled too. Sac State has a huge 
amount of resources available to the communi- 
ty, but we rarely use them. 

This time we are, for the good of all 
involved. This season, go visit your design stu- 
dents and’congratulate them on a job well done.

for a few good leaders

To become an Officer you have to 
be a college graduate. Six Sac State 
students have applied and of those 
Crowe anticipates that three will 
actually be chosen to attend officer 
training. 

Captain Crowe said that there are 
monetary benefits, but those interest- 
ed only in the money are not the kind 
of individuals they are looking for.

Several registration holds _pre- 
vent students from registering each 
semester, and since CASPER 
opened Monday for the spring 2005 
semester, students may want to clear 
their names, 

Registration holds are imposed 
by every academic department on 
campus to ensure that paperwork 
and prerequisites are met before stu- 
dents move forward each semester. 

‘The most common registration 
hold I see is library fines from over- 
due books and the last one-third of 
fall registration fees that haven’t 
been paid,’ Registrar Anita Hall 
said. 

Hall said that new students often 
face holds having to do with immu- 
nization records and transcripts 
from other schools. She said the 
hardest holds to take care of are 
advising holds because each indi- 
vidual department has .its own 
process. 

The College of Business 
Administration is one such exam- 
ple. 

Degree Programs Center 
Coordinator Sharon _ Padilla- 
Alvarado said the most common 
hold in the College of Business has 
to do with academic probation. 

Padilla-Alvarado said that stu- 
dents on academic probation. are 
required to meet one-on-one with an 
academic advising counselor before 
their registration holds can be lifted. 

“We get a couple hundred of 
these cases each semester,’ Padilla-

Alvarado said. “I guess the best 
advice I can give is if you are 
required to meet with a counselor do 
it right away or else it can come back 
and haunt you later.” 
Padilla-Alvarado said students 


who procrastinate often do not get 


their first choice of classes. 
Junior Kristin Jenkins said she 


came to Sacramento State as a trans- 


fer student last semester and was told 
she could not register for classes until 
she provided current immunization 
records. 

“T received ‘an e-mail from 
CASPER, but after I took care of it I 
was able to register,’ Jenkins said. 

Student Jacob Favro said he has 
had difficulty trying to register in 
lower division graphic design class- 
es. 

“T have so many units completed 
that I’m listed as a:senior,’ Favro 
said. “So each time I try to register 
for a lower division class through 
CASPER I have problems.” 

Favro’ said when CASPER 
rejects him he contacts the design 
department and they usually clear up 
the hold in a timely manner. 

Overdue parking tickets can have 
big consequences on = students, 
including a late fee of up to $50 for 
each citation. 

As of Oct. 31, 2003, students with 
unpaid parking citations are required 
to pay their tickets and all other debts 
before they can register for classes, 
receive transcripts or diplomas. 

Sac State juniors are required to 
complete the writing proficiency 
examination before their second

semester of junior standing. Those 
who do not meet the requirement 
before they reach 74 units will have a 
hold placed on their registration. 

Sign up dates for the WPE are 
Nov. 29-Dec.10 in Lassen 1001,.and 
will be administered Jan. 5. 


There is a nonrefundable fee of 


$25, and information on preparatory 
workshops is available in Calaveras 


Hall 111. 

WPE holds mainly affect stu- 
dents registering in the fall semester. 

Financial aid has a similar system 
of holds. They usually require stu- 
dents to submit missing forms before 
they disburse financial aid awards. 

Although financial aid holds do 
not prevent students from registering 
for classes, they do prevent students

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from receiving financial disburse- 
ments, and that can stand in the way 
of purchasing textbooks and other 
necessary items. 

Early registration is Nov. 22-Dec. 
15, and late registration begins Jan. 
18-Feb. 4. 

Most registration holds are list- 
ed on a student’s invitation to regis- 
ter, but sometimes they aren’t post- 


ed until after the student has. 
already received his or her invi- ' 
tation in the mail, Hall said. , 

“The best tip I have for stu-. 
dents is to always check. 
CASPER Web the day before’ 
their registration date,” Hall . 
“The system is updated daily 
and it always shows the most 


. current information.”

Tournament fate was revealed Sunday 


evening when the 64-team bracket was 
announced live on ESPN News. : 

The Hornets will face 10th-seeded 
St. Mary’s in the opening match of the 
first round, which will be held at Haas 
Pavilion on the California eanpUS this 
Thursday at 5 p.m. 

“T’m not satisfied with just going to 
or winning in the first round,” Hornets 


senior outside hitter and team captain — 


Sandra Bandimere said. “It’s been a 
goal of mine to go past the second 


round since no other Sac State team 
has done that. 7 

“‘T just hope the other players think 
that too.” 

This NCAA appearance is the 
eighth overall and seventh in the last 
eight years for the Hornets (25-7, 11-3 
Big Sky) who have earned their spot in 
the field by way of the Big Sky 
Conference’s automatic bid-each year 
since 1997 except 1999 when they 
were upset by Cal State Northridge in 
the conference semifinals but received 
an at-large bid and 2001 when Eastern 
Washington upset the Hornets in the 
finals and the Hornets did not get an at- 
large bid. 

This year Sac State knocked off Big 
Sky regular season champion Eastern 
Washington for the third straight year 
in. Cheney, Wash., 3-1 (30-21, 22-30, 


30-18, 30-21). Bandimere added | 
another award to her ever-growing 


mantel as she was named the tourna- 
ment MVP after posting 18 kills and 
hitting for a .341 clip in the title match. 


The Hornets also got solid contri- 


butions from senior middle ‘hitter 
Emily Wilson and sophomore outside 
hitter Atlee Hubbard, both of whom 
joined Bandimere on the all- 
Tournament team. 

Wilson hit .333 in the title match 
with six blocks and Hubbard totaled 32 


kills in the semifinals and finals com- 
bined to lift the Hornets into yet anoth- 
er NCAA berth. 

“(The Big Sky title match) was spe- 
cial for Emily because that’s the first 
time she’s played well against 
Eastern,” Colberg said. “She can be a 
real threat in the middle and we need 
another all-star effort from her against 
St. Mary’s.” 

The Hornets almost turned in an 
all-star performance in their first round 
match last year. Facing the No. 5-seed- 
ed Stanford Cardinal for the second 
straight time last December, the 
Hornets pushed 2004 Olympian 
Oganna Nnamani and Co. to the limit 
in the first two games, but eventually

Why build a new arena?

__ The beauty of Arco is that it is so small 
that the Kings have a tremendous advantage 
compared to the rest of the arenas in the 
NBA.

On the surface, “The Trial of 
One Short-Sighted Black Woman 
vs. Mammy Louise and Safreeta 
Mae” is a story about a. black busi- 
nesswoman held back by 
Hollywood stereotypes, but as the 
play progresses so do lessons of 


acceptance and independent 
thought. 
Businesswoman Victoria. 


Dryer’s (Brooklynn Solomon) col- 
leagues begin to treat her different- 


_ ly after viewing an old Hollywood 


movie about slavery, so Dryer 
decides to sue Mammy Louise 
(Nzinga Woods) and concubine 
Safreeta Mae (Seluvala Fonua) 
who represent black stereotypes. 

Victoria believes the stereotypes 
shown in the movie are holding her 
back from becoming director of 
Dust Control and she takes the 
women, and the stereotypes, to 
court in attempt to break away from 
the past. 

Upon entering the theater, the 
audience is immediately thrown 
into the play. A bailiff asks some to 
be seated and the judge gets very 
angry if anyone does not stand as 
she enters the courtroom. 

“The Trial” goes through a 
series of witnesses to explain why 
race stereotypes exist. For instance, 
the stereotype depicts Mammy as 
the good-natured slave who knows 
everyone and everything happen- 
ing on the plantation. Most impor- 


tantly, she loved her master and was 


loyal to:him. 





Through. Mammy’s dramatic | 
testimony,. we. ‘tn the reality of | 
her situation and the truth about | 
what happened to the master. 
Safreeta is thought of as a slut. She 
loves to please her master and brags 
to the other slaves. But, like 
Mammy, through Safreeta’s testi- 
mony we learn the truth is very dif- 
ferent than the stereotype. 

While the play addresses. seri- 
ous issues, it interjects corhedy, as 
well. Safreeta dances up to the wit- 
ness box and Mammy is hilarious 
when asking those around her if 
they’re hungry. ae 

“One of the biggest difficulties 
in directing “The Trial’ was Keeping 
it interesting. The challenge was to 
make a court room drama lively 
and entertaining,” said Buddy 
Butler, guest director and San Jose 
State professor. 

Brooklynn Solomon, who 
played Victoria Dryer said, “over- 
all, the play was great,” but that 
playing someone unlikable and so 
different from herself was difficult. 

One of the most impressive 
aspects of the play is that students 
built the entire set. 

“Normally, the faculty does 
part, if not all, of the building at 
other schools,” Butler said. “I’m 
very proud of this department.” 

For some cast members, “The 
Trial” is just a play but to others, it’s 
an attempt to resurrect the Sons & 
Ancestors dance troop from the 
’60s and ’70s. Andre Ramey, who 
plays Leroi Johnson, thinks it’s a

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Not your average students

For the last chree years, Ruth 
Enloe has enrolled in two or three 
English classes each semester at 
Sacramento State. 

But Enloe, who will turn 80 in 
December, had a slight setback last 
March when she suffered a stroke. 
She refused to let it keep her down 
for long and, in August, she came 
back to enroll in Early British 
Literature, with plans to take more 
classes in the spring. 

“This is part of my therapy to 
keep me mentally alert and. think- 
ing,” she said. “It opens my mind 
and my heart.” 

Enloe is just, one of more than 
200 students over the age of 60 who 
attend Sac State. The Sixty Plus 
Fee Waiver Program is open to any 
California resident and is available 


at most California State 
Universities, said Nancy Lewis, the 
coordinator for re-entry services. 

Each participant may enroll in as 
many classes as they like for only 
$3 a semester. In addition, most of 
the major fees are waived. Students 
only have to pay for their books and 
parking permits, 

“Tt gives them opportunities for 
learning they may not have had 
when they were younger,” Lewis 
said. 

The program was created in 
1979, from the California 
Legislature SB24. It authorized 
California State University trustees 
to institute a program where people 
60 years and older can enroll in reg- 
ular classes on a space available sta- 
tus. As long as the class has space 
available for the students, they may 
enroll in it. 

Lewis said the program began at 


Sac State in the spring of 1980. At 
that time, the school was only 
allowed to admit 40 people to the 
program, 

In the fall of 1981, when the 
restriction was lifted, over 100 peo- 
ple enrolled. By the mid-1990s 
there were between 200 and 250 
people involved each semester. The 
highest number was in 1999 when 
250 students were taking classes, 

Students involved in the fee 
waiver program have options to 
choose from, Lewis said. If they are 
an undergraduate student, they can 
choose to finish a degree, take class- 
es for credit, but not follow a pro- 
gram or they can choose to simply 
audit their classes. 

If a student is already a graduate, 
he or she can either go into a mas- 
ter’s program or audit. When choos- 
ing to audit a class, the student is not

The student-produced film, 
“Deus Ex Machina,” which had its 
Sacramento State premiere last 
month, has plans for a New York 
showing and student creator 
Robert Young is thrilled at the 
idea.

Young is a Sac State junior in 
the Digital Video Department who 
decided to make a movie combin- 
ing his passion for music with the 
skills he’s learned in filmmaking. 

Young conceived the movie, 
which is based on the world of 
scratch DJs, with help from his 
friend Julianna Snapper, a profes- 
sor at UC San Diego. 

“T developed the story based on 
conversations I had with Julianna 
about the music industry,’ Young 
said, | 

Snapper recently viewed the 
film with her friend, Laurie 
Weeks, who also happens to be a 
screenwriter, most notably for the 
Oscar winning movie, “Boys 


Don’t Cry.” 

Weeks was really impressed 
with the film and its message, and 
decided to ask Young for some 
copies so she could show some of 
her colleagues in New York. 

“She said it was awe-inspir- 
ing,’ Young said. ““That’s such an 
honor.” 

The film is centered on the 
diversity of the scratch DJ music 
genre, and how it can transcend 
racial and cultural boundaries to 
combine all styles of music, and 
create one sound. 

Young said the music industry 
is segregated into styles like hip 
hop, country and opera, and in 
each style a different type of per- 
son can be connected as a fan or 
artist, but scratch DJs incorporate 
all kinds of people and musical 
styles. 

“From black, to white, Asian, 
Mexican, girls, guys, straight, gay, 
scratch contains all types of people 
and genres of music, and blends 
them all together,’ Young said. 

Since students orchestrated 


every aspect.of the production, the. 


film took almost two years from 
conception to completion.

Editors, actors, sound and 
lighting crews all worked for free, 
demonstrating that most students 
involved were there for fun and 
the mutual love of filmmaking.
